maliie Liquor Law.—-No. 4> 


Mil. EDITOH: I am just now in the rcceip 


of your paper of tho Mth inst., in which you 
give your views of tho Maine law. You say 
you "nre in favor of adopting u law similar to 
iho Maine law, us soon ns the state of public 
opinion will warrant it." You must, then, lik 
tho law, in itself,—you must approve of its prin 
ciplcs,—you must think it would be for th 
interest of the State to have such a law passed 
if it could be curried into c fleet. Taking thi 
view of tho matter, I am surprised that you 
publicly express the opinion," that an attemp 
to enforce) such a law ut present in 'this Stale 
would meet with determined resistance, nm 
lead to bloodshed, without accomplishing it 
object." I would not upon nny account bin 
the possibility of n just and righteous law bu 
ing resisted in our State. If I had in my own 
bosom tho least idea that such n thing as thi 
was possible, I would closely lock it there; nm 
by strongly advocating tho law—by showtiij 
its justness and propriety, I would cndenvo 
to "educate, the people,'* nnd thus prepari 
them to sustain tho law, when it shall have 
been enacted. I rogret, deeply regret, thn 
you have expressed yourself in this way. 
fear you mny Imvo put tho idea of resistance 
into the minds of some, who otherwise tnigh 
never have thought of it. But us it has bcci 
said, ire must meet it ns it is. 


I will simply say, in the first phice, tlmt 


cannot, for a single moment, believe in the 
possibility of such resistance as you speak of 
I have, n better opinion of tho people of our 
Statu. They aru law-abiding in their feelings 
and in their education. 
And even admitting 


the possibility of resistance in ono or two lo 
caliliu*, must the grunt majority of the pcopli 
of thu Slate be controlled by n lew lawless in 
dividuals, in perhaps one or two of our cities! 
Must nine tenths continue to groan year after 
year under the curse of tho liquor traffic, be 
eausu (he remaining one tenth nrc unwilling 
peaceably to givu it up? I cannot but think 
you have done the foreign imputation of our 
Stittu injustice by your remark, I cannot 
think they nro so generally ignorant of the 
uvils resulting from the uso of intoxicating 
drinks, and so determined to cling to the 
liquor traffic, tlmt they would bo willing to 
resist a law of tho State, oven to bloodshed. 
You say they " would regard such a law, as 
wo should n law prohibiting ten and cofl'ue." 
Would you have us understand, that our for- 
eign population aru unacquainted with the 
mil results of tho uso of intoxicating drinks? 
Do they not know that it is the cause of the 
mnjority of tho pauperism nnd crime, which 
exist in the land ? 
Do they not know tlmt 


the use of thcso drinks greatly Increases our 
tnxeu? 
Do they not know that their uso de- 


stroys the peace and comfort of fnmilie?,—oc- 
casions riots, assaults, robbery, arson and mur 
der? Do they nol know that their use injures 
the health nnd shortens the lives of those who 
use them? Not to know nnything of these 
things, manifest* n depth of ignorance, lo 
which I cannot for n moment bclievo our for- 
eign population hnvu reached. When it c 
be shown tlmt such results follow from the use 
of tea nnd eoft'ec, then I think wu shall bu 
prepared to treat them ns we would now treat 
intoxicating liquors. 


But, in tho second place, suppose it to bo 


an admitted, settled fact, that the attempt lo 
enforce such n law, would meet with resist- 
ance, even to bloodshed, in some ono or two 
localities. Shall wo, therefore, quietly submit 
lo tho present stnta of things, and allow the 
evils of intemperance to go on increasing all 
around us? Could such resistance be success- 
ful against thu power of tho State ? And oven 
suppose ono or two lives wero sacrificed in 
enforcing the law, would that bu uny worso 
than to have, perhaps, some scores of our citi- 
zens sent to thu dishonored grave of tho 
drunkard? Shall wo loso sight of the fact, 
that tho use of intoxicating drinks is destroy- 
ing tho lives of many of our citizens every 
year 7 And shall wo quietlj allow this de- 
struction to go on, for fear, some ono or two 
ives may bo lost in enforcing a law that will 
doubtless save tho lives of scores, if not of 
Ihundreds ? If the law is n just nnd righteous 
one, and n largo majority of the peoplo are 
not only prepared Tor, but nrn anxious for its 
passage—of which fact, I have no question— 
then let us Imvo tho law, and when it is onco 
upon the statute book, tho people muat sco 
that it ia respected nnd enforced. In many 
localities they will enforce it without opposi- 
tion. Suppose that nt somo few places the 
law should remain n dead letter, would we bo 
any worso oil'than wo now aro ? Is our pres- 
ent law enforced, in thoso localities where tlio 
Mninb law would bo resisted ? Is not liquor 
freely sold, without restraint? 
Could it bo 


anyworse under tho Maine hnv.?. 'Whynot 
go in for Ihu Maine low, then, all who think 
it right and just, and let thoso portions of tho 
Slato:that aro prepared,for it, lmvq.it, and 
enforce it, and thus rid themselves of tho evils 
of intemperance ? And in this way wu could 
much sooner " educate tho pooplo" in other 
places, nnd prepare them for the law, than wu 
could without it.
